The foregoing quotation, from Shake- 
speare’s ‘‘As You Like It,’’ came vividly to 
mind yesterday at the Kiwanis Club luncheon. 
when Jack Hayden, speaking on business eth- 
jes, gave a very simple but very striking and 
forceful illustration. 

Mr. Hayden has recently been on a hunt- 
ing trip in the mountains. He said that when 
his ear was rolling along on a straight wide 
paved highway, he and his friends enjoyed 
visiting with each other and had a fine time 
talking and laughing, and to some extent 
enjoying the scenery by the wayside; but 
as soon as they got into the motntains, on 
narrow roads of constant curves.and ‘many 
sharp turns, all talking and visiting and view- 
nig of scenery was abandoned. Everybody's 
mind was on careful driving, and especially 
on what was just around the curve or the 
eorner, and what the other fellow would do. 

“A striking parallel to this,’’ said Mr. Hay- 
den, ‘‘is found in business life. As long as a 
business man follows a straight road, he has 
nothing to fear. He need not concern him- 
self seriously about what his competitor is 
doing or what he may do. All he has to do is 
to keep on the straight road, ethically speak- 
ing. But as soon as he begins to travel a 
crooked road, ethically speaking, look out! 
Because he himself is traveling a crooked 
road, he naturally thinks his competitor is do- 
ing the same thing, and is constantly fearing 
what the other fellow will do to him and 
scheming as to what he will do to the other 
fellow.”’ 

Thus Mr. Hayden found a powerful sermen 
on business economics and business ethics in 
the highway and the mountain road, and no 
doubt he found maiiy other sermons and 
tongues and books in the trees and running 
brooks of the mountains in -which he spent 
his vacation. Certainly it is to be hoped and 
believed that he found ‘‘good in everything.”’

United States as a good neighbor and patron, 
is casting her eye askance toward us in a 
political way.

anything the Dominion has previously at- 
tempted.

BISCUITS 
Anyone can: make good biscuits | 
by following the four principles 
which govern their production: 
1—Cut “in the shortening, as the 
heat of the hands melts the short- 
ening and more flour gets worked 


linto the dough, toughening it. 


2—Have a very soft dough. . Add 
just enough liquid to combine the 
flour and dough. Use cold milk 
or very cold water. Keep dough 
cool, “6 

3—Bake in a very hot oven at 
450 degrees F. for about  fifseen 
minutes, depending on size of bis- 
cuits. 

4—Use good materials. 

While kneading is good for yeast 
bread, -it will ruin piscuit dough. 
A stiff. baking powder dough 
kneaded and worked will make 
poor biscuits, while a soft dough 
handled lightly will make them 
tender, light and palatable. 

Hot Biscuits 
4 cups flour, 4 level teaspoons 


baking powder, 4 level ‘tablespoons | == 


butter or lard, 1% cups milk, 1 
level teaspoon salt. 

Sift flour once, then measure; 
add salt and baking powder and 
sift three times, rub shortening 
in with fork or spoon, add milk, 
mix lightly, turn out on a well- 


|foured board and roll or pat one 


inch thick, cut and bake in quick 
oven (450 degrees F.) fifteen to 
seventeen minutes. 


Dixie Biscuits 

4 cups flour, 4 level teaspoons 
baking powder, 1 level teaspoon 
salt, 4 level tablespoons shortef- 
ing, 14% cups milk, whites of two: 
eggs. 

Sift dry ingredients together 3 
times. Beat egg whites until stiff 
and fold into the milk. Add. to. 
flour gradually, proceeding as for 
ordinary piscuits. Roll thin, brush 
well with milk or egg white,” fold 
over and press dough together 
before cutting. Prick biscuit with 
a fork before placing in the oven 
and bake quickly at 450 degrees 
F. This also makes an excellent 
shortcake. 

-- Buttermilk Biscuits 

1 cup buttermilk, 1 -level tea- 
spoon sugar, 2% cups flour, % 
level teaspoon salt, 2%4 level tea- 
spoons baking powder, % level 
teaspoon soda, 4 level tablespoons 
lard. 

Sift dry ingredients together 
twice. Into center of flour in 
kneading bowl, rub, in lard with 
tips of fingers till it “feels like 
meal.” Then into this center of 
Jard and flour pour gradually one 
cup of puttermilk, beating mean- 
while with a spoon. Give the bat- 
ter thus made some fifty strokes 
with spoon while still soft and 
then gradually beat in and knead 


Hin remaining flour. Roll out % 


inch thick, Cut with small cutter. 
Bake on greased pan in quick 
oven. 
Graham Biscuits 
Make a dough the same as for 
hot- biscuits, using half Graham 
flour, or if preferred all Graham. 
After removing from the oven, 
prush with melted butter. 


Shortcake Biscuits 

Make ordinary biscuit dough, cut 
biscuits rather larger than ordin- 
ary. Split and butter biscuits 
while hot. Select any fresh fruit, 
erush it, and add enough sugar to 
make plenty of juice. Pour crush- 
ed fruit over and between biscuits 
just before serving. Strawberries, 
raspberries, plueberries, peaches, 
or any ripe or canned fruit can 
be used, In using canned fruits, 
drain from the syrup and cut into 
pieces. Whipped cream sweeten- 
ed or. flavored makes this doubly 
appetizing. . This form of short- 
cake has become very popular be- 
cause of its simplicity. 

Parker House Rolls 

Make dough as for biscuit. Roll 
to 1-3 inch in thickness. Cut with 
round or oval cutter and crease 
in center with the: handle. of a 
case knife, first dipped in. flour. 
Brush half of the round with melt- 
ed butter and fold over. Put in a 
pati % inch apart, and bake in a 
quick oven’ fifteen minutes at 400 
to 450 d ‘3 F. Brush with

Grape shipments during the 
’ ne 
past week over the Santa Fe 
totaled 235 ears, according to 
traffic officials. 

The peak movement of 
grapes was reached during the 
first part of last week, it was 
claimed and that_a steady de- 
cline in the earload shipping is 
this 
monih. : 

Including the shipments yes- 
terday, the Santa Fe has trans- 
ported 1271 cars of grapes this 
season, the shipping mark for 
last week being four cars less 
than during the previous week. 

Owing to the heavy rains of 
Sunday, it is believed that the 
grape growers will sustajn a 
loss to their crops. Traffic of- 
ficials were unable to make an 
estimate but claimed that the 
warm sunshine throughout 
Monday was certain to lessen 
the threatened heavy loss. 

With approximately —two- 
thirds of the crop shipped and 
heavy loading being reported 
over the week-end, hopes are 
held for but a small loss. ~ 

Traffic officials of the Santa 


Fe yesterday denied reports | 


that grape growers of the lo- 
eal territory had been experi- 
encing trouble in getting cars 
to their loading tracks. The 
supply of refrigerator cars has 
not been depleted, it was 
claimed although it has been 
learned that many cars stored 
for considerable time on side 
tracks in the immediate yi- 
cinity have been rushed to the 
ear shops for different repairs.

GRAND JURY 1S 
AGAINAT. WORK 


Urging impartiality in all in- 
vestigations, economy, secrecy 
and that a report be submitted 
by Dee. 31, Superior Judge 
Behjamin F. Warmer empanel- 
ed the 1925 grand jury Satur- 
jday. Superior Judge Charles 
'L. Allison sat en bane with 
{his associate jurist as the ju- 
rors were drawn. 

Charles M.. Brown, promi- 
nent citrus fruit grower and 
packer of Redlands, was nam- 
ed foreman by Judge Warmer 
and in its first executive ses- 
sion the jury elected John M. 
Oakey, San Bernardino bank- 
er, as secretary. 

The grand jury includes: 

H. C. MeAllister, Ernest J. 
Uehl, M. G. Hale, C. D. Per- 
kins, John ©. Ralph, Jr., J. M. 
Oakey, R. W. McGillivray, San 
Bernardino; Charles M. Brown, 
F. Arthur Courtner, R. A> Cov- 
ington, N. Leo Lelan, Red- 
lands; John Mitchell, B. F. 
May, Intario; A. L. Utz, Ri- 
alto; W. J. Kineaid, Cucamon- 
ea; L. O. Yount, Mission; J. 
D. Boley, Highland; F. W. Pal- 
mer, Upland; A. W. LaForge, 
Chino. 

Judge Warmer laid particu- 
lar stress on his request that 
\the ‘‘jurors keep pace with 
‘the calendar’’ in returning an 
carly report, but asked a thor- 
ough investigation of all 
county departments and all 
matters coming before the in- 
quisitors. ‘‘Entertain no fear 
and do justice,’ he said. 
‘Have no one to unjustly pun- 
ish, be fair, be just and be 
fearless.’’ : 

“This court also confidently 
hopes that tio member of the 
jury will enter into an inves- 
tigation that may come before 
this jury without sincere im- 
partiality.” 

Seerecy was also requested. 
dudge Warmer’scharge to the 
jury follows: 

‘Gentlemen of the Grand 
Jury, the law makes it your 
duty to inquire into all public 
offenses committed or triable 
in this county, and to present 
them to the court by indict- 
ment,’ Judge Warmer said. 

‘The law also makes it the 
duty of the court to instruct 
you that it shall be your duty 
to make a careful and complete 
examination of the books, rec- 
joxds and accounts of all the 
officers of the county, and 
especially those pertaining to 
the revenue, and report as to 
the facts found, with such rec- 
ommendations as they deem 
and fit; and if, in your 
judgment, the services of an 
expert are necessary, you. shall 
have power to employ one, at 
an agreed compensation, to be 
first Approved by the court; 
aud if, in your judgment, the 
services of assistants to such 
experts are required, you shall 
have power to employ such, at 
4 compensation to be agreed 
upon atid approved by the 
gourt; such compensation of 
experts and assistants ‘to be 
payable as other county charg- 
es. It shall be the duty of 
every grand juror first em- 
paneled in even numbered 
years to investigate and re- 
port upon the needs of all 
eounty officers in its county, 
including increase or decrease 
in salaries, number of officers, 
deputies or employees, aboli- 
tion or ereation of offices, and 
the équipment for or the meth- 
od cy system’ of performing 
the duties of the several of- 
fices; and it shall cause a copy 
of such report to be transmit- 
ted to each member of the 
legislature representing the 
county in which it has been 
empaneled before the com- 
mencement of the regular ses- 
sion of the legislature in odd 
numbered years. 

“You arc warned that if you 
shall in your report comment 
upon. any person oF official 
who bas not been indicted by 
you, your comments shall riot 
be deemed privileged; that 1s 
to say, the mere fact that vot 
‘make such comments as gran 
; jurors rather than as individu- 
als will not protect you. 

“After having <investigated 
the books and accounts of the 
various officials of the county, 
you may order the district at- 
torney to institute suit to re- 
cover any moneys that may, In 
your judgment, from any 
cause, be due the county; and 
your order, certified by your 
foreman and filed with the 
county clerk, shall be full au- 
thority for the district attor- 
ney to institute and maintain 
any stich suit, 

“Tn my opinion, the proper 
time for the calling of the 

jury is not later than 
fall of the year. The

its report, and be discharged 
before the first of the next 


year. I would therefore sug- 
gest that this grand jury fin- 
ish: its work and make its final 
report before Dec. 31, 1925. 
Then the grand jury for the 
year 1926-can be empaneled in 
the early fall of that year, and 
ean in all probability complete 
its work and be discharged be- 
fore the end of the year. After 
‘this system is once inaugurat- 


jed T believe it~ will meet the 


duties as grand ‘jurors, and 
will further expedite the: dis- 
charge of the county’s busi- 
ness. 

“In conclusion, I wish to say 
that’ your empanelment as a 
grand jury imposes upon you 
grave responsibilities, but also 
clothes you with great powers; 
jit is my confident expectation 
‘that. you will neither shirk the 
former nor abuse the latter. 
You constitute, for the time 
being, a part of this court; 
and while you are entitled to 
its assistance in the perform- 
ance 6f your duties, you are 
also- answerable to it for any 
infraction “of your obligations 
in the premises. You are urg- 
ed: to exercise the greatest de- 
gree of dispatch and economy 
consistent with the public wel- 
fare and your duty in the 
premises, and in these, as in 
all other respects, you are 
pledged the hearty co-opera- 
tion of this court and all of 
its officers. 

“Get teamwork and organi- 
zation. You are in possession 
of great powers, which means 
you must be just, no one to 
punish, no one to protect, and 
proceed without fear of any 
person or without malice or 
prejudice toward any person.”’

W. H. McHenry and Mrs. 
McHenry who left here eight 
months ago for an éxtended 
trip have returned after a 
most interesting visit to many 
places on this continent and in 
Europe. 

From here they went via the 
Panama Canal to New York, 
and traveled for some weeks 
through the eastern states and 
Canada. Mrs. MeHenry, not 
caring for a longer sea voyage, 
remained in New York as the 
guest of friends, and Mr. Me- 
Henry sailed for England and 
the continent. He spent some 
time in the British Isles, and 
visited Belgium, Holland, Ger- 
many and France, taking @ 
boat from the port of Cher- 
bourg to New York.
